An alarm was at once raised, and the three murderers 
were arrested. At first they stoutly denied their guilt, 
but after a few days’ incarceration Hunt broke down, 
and confessed everything, although warned that he need 

expect no mercy on that account. 

Instantly London was ringing with the details of the 
crime. A play founded upon it was produced at the 
Surrey Theatre, in which were introduced the iden- 
tical horse and gig driven by Thurtell. And so many 
as twenty and thirty guineas were paid for seats in 
the court where the magisterial investigation was in 


rogress, 

At the trial, for reasons best known to themselves— 
for the case seemed clear in ap authorities de- 
cided to allow Probert to turn King’s evidence, so that 
he escaped all punishment for his share in the transac- 
tion. It is some consolation, however, to be able to 
record that he was afterwards hanged for horse-stealing. 

Thurtell and Hunt were found guilty, and sentenced 
to be hanged, but at the last moment the latter was 
reprieved, and transported for life. The former was 
executed in due course, and met his end with the 
greatest fortitude. 

His last request—made upon the scaffold itsclf—was 
to know the result of a prize-fight which had been 
brought off at Worcester the previous day; and on 
learning the name of the victor, he exclaimed: “I am 
glad of it. God bless him, he is an old friend of mine.” 

One curious result of the case may be mentioned in 
conclusion. The Lp Ine pre that name at all events— 
went suddenly an a out of fashion ; nor has 
it ever been resuscitated since.

Evxe since horse-shoes have been horse-shoes they 
have been accounted lucky emblems by all peoples, races, 
and nations, that have been acquainted with their use. 

This much is certain. But why it should be so it is 
hard to determine, since almost everywhere a different 
reason is given for cherishing the belief. 

The Cingalese, for instance, say they nail them up 
over their doors as a charm against evil spirits, because 
of the close resemblance that exists between its shape 
- and the arched body of the sacred snake, Nagendra, one 
_ of their principal deities. 

- Ask @ Turkish Mohammedan for information on the 
subject, and be will tell you that it is because they are 
in form like to crescent, the sacred emblem of Islam. 

A Polish Jew will explain that at the Passover, the 
blood sprinkled _u the lintel and door-poste, in the 
manner directed by their ritua', forms the chief ts 
of an arch. Hence, obviously, the value of arch 
talismans, such as horse-shoes are. 

The stolid and uni tive Russian peasant, on the 
other hand, maintuins that the luck associated with the 
horse-shoe is due chiefly to the metal, irrespective of its 
anaes iron being traditionally a charm wherewith to 
nullify the malevolent designs of

2. There is no charity in the case of which so little 
buys so much. Ninepence pays for a day’s delight 
for a child. Eight pounds two shillings provides all 
that is necessary for enjoyment of a complete 
party of two hun children, with the necdful com- 
plement of attendants. 

As a broad rule, threepence pays for a chilu’s fare, 
and sixpence more buys it enough food for two good
